DEATH 
i^FlLES WITHHELD? 


CHICAGO (AP) - A suit 
charging the National Archives 
in Washington with suppressing 
documents concerning an al- 
leged plot to assassinate the late 
President John F. Kennedy in 
Chicago was filed Monday in 
U.S. District Court. 

The suit, filed by legal re- 
searcher Sherman Skolnick, 
contends the archives are with- 
holding information that shows 
Kennedy died not at the bands 
of a lone assassin but as the re- 


sult of a conspiracy.

WCFL which adred the story be- 
fore the suit was filed and 
worked with Skolnick in its pre 
paration, said the suit “is be- 
lieved to be the first in the na- 
tion challenging the authority of 
the archives to withhold infor- 
mation about the Kennedy death 
for. 75 years.” 

The Warren Commission, s 
panel appointed by then Presi 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson to 
investigate the assassination, 
said that Kennedy was killed by 
a single man, Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, and that it could find no 
evidence of any conspiracy. 

The suit asserts that five con- 
spirators planned to kill Kenne- 
dy at. the Army-Air Force foot- 
ball game in Chicago Nov. 2, 
1963. But when the President 
canceled his appearance be- 
cause of a cold at the last min- 
ute, the suit continued, -the as- 
sassination attempt was 
rescheduled for Dallas three 
weeks later. 

The suit states that “less than 
an hour before the President’s 
scheduled arrival,” a Chicago 
lithographer was arrested for a 
minor- traffic violation. It said 


the man, one -of the conspira- 
tors, also was charged with car- 
rying a concealed weapon after 
police noticed a hunting knife on 
the front seat of the car. 

Skolnick contends the lithog- 
rapher, Thomas Arthur Vallee, 

‘was a double for Lee Harvey 
Oswald.” 

Attached to the suit were 11 
documents, including three FBI 
reports pertaining to the assas- 
sination that were recently de- 
classified by the National Arc 
hives. 

One of the reports notes that 
Vallee, in a Jan. 14, 1964, ap- 
pearance in Circuit Court, “re- 
vealed he was . very much 
against the present administra- 
tion.” The report also states 
that Judge Gordon B. Nash de- 
nied a defense motion to sup- 
press the evidence on the con 
cealed weapon charge and re 
leased Vallee on $100 bond. 

The other , report states tha 1 
William Corley,, a Chicago tele 
vision news director at ; the tim< 
assigned a^ newsman to tract 
the license plates on'Vallee’: 
car, 3110RF-NY, but the news 
man reported that “the FBI hac 
placed a freeze on any informa- 
tion regarding this registra- 
tion.” 
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The third declassified docu- 
ment states that Judge Nash 
withdrew the finding ofvguilty 
on the concealed weapon charge 
at Vallee’s subsequent court ap- 
pearance and continued the 
case for a yeah 
Skolnick, who said the docu- 
ments were sent to -him by an, 
undisclosed person, declared rb- 
cent efforts to trace Vallee’s 
whereabouts were unsuccessful. 
/ The suit demands that the 
Warren Report be declared 
void. 

Skolnick initiated an investi- 
gation of two Illinois Supreme 
Court judges last year and ; 
charged them with impropriety 
in their business dealings with a 
Chicago bank. The justices later 
resigned.
